Douglas Fairbanks, Jr. plays the 
leading male role in “One Night at 
Susie’s,’* comme to -the;25- =. 
Theatre. In addition to being an 
actor of assured attainments, he has 
proven his ability both as a carica- 
turist and as a writer. 


Fairbanks was born in New York 
City, December 9, 1909, the son of 
Douglas Fairbanks and Beth Sul- 
ly. He was educated in private 
schools, both in this country and 
in Europe. 


Young Fairbanks early demon- 
strated an unusual talent for draw- 
ing. At the age of nine, he made 
a caricature of Raymond Hitchcock, 
which was used on billboards an- 
nouncing the Hitchcock plays. 


After a period spent in France, 
Mrs. Fairbanks, who had been di- 
vorced, returned to Pasadena, Calif., 
where Douglas, Jr. was enrolled in 
a private school, although his inter- 
est was still centered in the study 
of art under European masters.

“But some 
years ago, when I first started to 
direct ‘quickies’ on what was then 
Poverty Row in Hollywood, we had 
no such choice, as these studios had 
no money to waste on character 
actors. Hence we had to select all 
such bits from among the regular 
extras. 

“Frequently, when I was between 
pictures, I used to go down to the 
police station with a detective friend 
of mine, and would watch all those 
arrested the night before and held 
on suspicion, pass in the ‘show up’ 
before the assembled detectives. 
The detectives sought to recognize 
among them some man who was 
wanted. The police themselves 
could not be seen by the criminals.

When underworld characters were 
needed from among the extras, I 
could pick out those whom I 
thought most suitable. 

“The memory of many of these 
types stood me in good stead in 
selecting the tough characters for 
‘One Night at Susie’s.’”
